RUSHING BACK TO CAPITAL.

New York, July 18.—[Special.]—David 
Robinson, foreman of the jury that passed 
on Harry K. Thaw’s sanity last week and 
found him sane, did not follow the instruc- 
tions given him by Justice Hendrick. He 
says that the rest of the jury likewise die- 
regarded the justice's charge. — 

From statements made today by Robin- 
son at Atlantic City, where he sought a 
conference with Thaw, it appeare that 
the jurors did not consider Thaw had been 
insane at any time, although Justice Hen- 
érick impresse@ upon them just before 
they left the jury box that they must start 
their deliberations with the understand- 
ing that Thaw was insane when he shot 
Stanford White and that he was still in- 
gane each time he was remanded back to 
Matteawan following habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings. 

What effect Robinson's statement may 
have is problematicai. During the pro- 
ceeding of an ordinary case, it is said, 
it might result in a mistrial being de- 
clared. But in this case the verdict of 
the jury was not final. Its sole duty was 
to a@vise the judge. It was the decision 
of Justice Hendrick that freed Thaw, 
not the verdict of the jury. But the fore- 
man's statements wil! almost certainly be 
used by the attorney general in appeal- 
ing the case. .

THE NAVY. 

(From the Indianapolis News. } | 

Not being fools, the American people are not 
opposed to the building of a navy that shall bé 
adequate for all defensive purposes. There is no 
man who has made any study of the question 
who does not know that the navy must always be 
our chief arm of defense. It ts fortunate for the 
country that it ts so, for navies have never been a 


, 


menace to liberty. Even the freest nations have. 
never been jealous of their riavy. It is eminently ; 


fitting, therefore, that the United States should 
trust largely to sea power. The more adequate 
the navy the less will be the need fo. a big army. 

It is generally understood that at its next ses- 
sion congress will take some action in the direo- 


tion of strengthening the navy. We believe that | 


the people are prepared to support any well con- 
sidered program. It is certainly none too soon 
for those on whom the immediate responsibility 
rests to be thinking about the subject. For what 
is demanded is not impulsive or panicky action 
but action based on a sober and settled judgment. 


It Is well that the subject should be discussed by | 


those qualified to discuss it, to the end that the 
people may be thoroughly informed. We have, of 
course, no such problem as that faced by Great 
Britain, which must keep her trade routes open 
or fun the risk of starving to death.

ROMANOFFS AND EPILEPSY. 


Peter the Great was that epilepsy 
need not disqualify aman. An epi- 
leptic need not consider himself 
down and out mentally or physical- 
ly. This is to be an account of the life 
of Peter the Great from another angle. 

Peter the Great inherited his epilepsy. 
Within a few years the family stock had 
been cleared of the taint. The first Ro- 
manoft of whom there is trace came a9 8 
servant from Prussia about 1341, The 
family slowly rose through 800 years, 
They were plain, sensible, level mr ange 
ordinary people mentally. 

About 1550 Ivan the Terrible married a 
Romanoff. Ivan was evcentric, violent, 
and uncontrollable Ivan was @ Rusik. 
After the death of Ivan’s son the line 
switched over to @ family which was 
Romanoff on the female side. The first 
czar of this line was Michael; the second, 
Alexis. 

I have not found any evidence that 
either Michael or Alexis was epileptic or 
had any neuropathic tendencies, except 
the statement that Peter inherited his 
epilepsy. Alexis had two wives and two 
sets of children. Both sets were epilep- 
tics. Therefore it is probable that the 
taint came in om his side and not that of 
the mother. . ; 


~- 

Alexis had two sons by his first wife. 
They were Feodor and Ivan. Both were 
czars; both were epileptics; beth were 
feeble mentally and physically. The sec- 
ond daughter, Sophia, was masculine in 


appearance and in mind. She ruled Rus-: 


sia for years. Although a strong char- 
acter, she was a neuropath. By the sec- 
ond marriage there was a son and daugh- 
ter. 

Peter the Great, the son, was pecullar 
as a youth, became a developed epileptic 
at 17, and died at 63 with a record of 
achievement unequaled in history except 
by that other epileptic, Julius Cesar. Of 
the four sisters and half sisters of Peter 
other than Sophia little is known. 

Peter was married twice. The son, 
Alexis, was not an epileptic. He left two 
children. One was Peter IL, who was not 
an epileptic. By the second wife there 
were three daughters. I do not know that 
any one of these was an epileptic. The 
eldest, Anna, married Frederick of Hol- 
stein, and bore a son, Peter, who became 
czar in 1762. From Peter the present line 
of czars runs without a break. 

One of Peter's half brothers, Ivan, left 
a family, three of whom were living when 
Peter died. Catherine was not an epilep- 
tic. Catherine's grandson became Ivan 
VI. Anna, who married the Duke of 
Courland, was empress of Russia. Cath- 
erine and Anna and their descendants for 
three generations were enough in the 
public eye to prevent any eplleptics from 
‘escaping attention. ’ There is no evidence 

that there has been epilepsy in these fam- 
flies. |

Summarizing: Somehow, the how not 
being known, epilepsy was in the family 
of Michael's son, Alexis. Of Alexis’ eight 
children by two wives the three sons were 
epileptics and one daughter was a neuro- 
path. Two of the sons were feeble men- 
tally and physically. One was a giant, 
both mentally and physically. One son 
died without leaving childrem One had 
three children. None was epileptic.

A. T. K. writes: “ With a constently 
sluggish system, how much exercise, how 
much sleep, and what kind of a diet would 
you advise for a young woman confined to

She should have eight hours’ sleep in a well 
ventilated room. Hight hours’ sleep necesl- 
tates approximately nine hours in bed. Upon 
arising she should get a few mirutes’ exercise 
with dumbbells or an exerciser before having 
her sponge bath. She should walk one mile 
and in time two on the way to or from her 
office. ) 

Office workers generally do better on a light 
breakfast. If it can be done conveniently, it 
is better to eat the heavy meal at noon. Most 
people are so situated that the heavy meal must 
be the evening meal. She should have one meat 
meal a day; probably two would be better. 
One cup of coffee or tea a day isenough. That 
should be taken tn the morning, if at all.

Sir George Makgill is a son of the late 
Sir John Makgill and his wife, who was 
|Miss Margaret Haldane, sister of Lord 
“Haldane, and spent the early years of his 
life In New Zealand, where his widowed 
mother still survives. His wife is the 
,daughter of a New Zealand colonist. He 
is well known in literature. as the author 
of a’ number of magazine articles and 
short stories dealing with colonial life, and 
has also several novels to his credit. 

The family descends from Sir James 
Makgill, who wes provost of Edinburgh 
in the reign of James V. and was one of the 
first reformers in Scotland. His eldest 
son was also lord provost of Edinburgh, 
ambassador to the court of Queen Eliza- 
beth, and a leader of that party which 
brought about the union between Scot- 
land and England. He was deeply con- 
cerned in the murder of Rizzio In the pal- 
ace of Holyrood, and was one of the chief 
foes of Mary Queen of Scots. 


—~ 

The Makgilis received a baronetcy in 
1627, and a peerage, namely, the viscounty 
of Oxfuird, some years later. The peer- 
age became extinct with the death of the 
third viscount in 1706, when the baronetcy 
should have passed to his male heir. 

The latter did not assume ‘it, and it re- 
mained dormant until 1906, when it was 
assumed by the present Sir George Mak- 
gill’s father, as tenth baronet. His claims, 
and those of his son and successor, Sir 
George, were recognized and acknow!l- 
edged by the crown, and Sir George's 
name now figures upon the official list of 
baronets. 

The principal country seat of Sir George 
is Kemback, near Kupar, in Fifeshire, and 


‘ Sir George is known as the laird of the 


Makgilis of Kemback. The estate dates 
from 1452, when it was mentioned in the 
charter by which James IT. confirmed the 
gift thereof to the church or cathedral of 
St. Andrews. The archbishop of St. An- 
drew’s made a present of it to his nephew, 
John Schevez, and it remained in the pos- 
session of his descendants until 1675, when 
it was purchased by John Makgill, since 


which time it has always been In the Mak- 
gill family. :

The grounds of Kemback are well 
wooded. At the gate is a lime tree, which 
is a parallel to Aaron’s rod, that budded.

A STATESMAN, 
~ DAVIS ASSERTS 


Spars For and Secures Clear 


~ Way to Bring About Re- 
- forms Gradually,

-PEKING, China, June 16.—One of the 
most delicate problems that President 
Yuan Shih-kai has had to deal with since 


he undertook the perilous and arduous 
task of steering the Chinese people 


through to the establishment of a sane 


and stable government hes been the 
handling.of-the Chinese “ lunatic fringe ” 
of radicals who played such an important 
pert in the revolution that placed him in 
his present position. - 
The Chinese lunatic fringe does not dif- 
fer materially from the American insti- 
tution of the same sort. Both are com- 


posed of men whose‘ advanced education: 


has sublimated about all the practicality 
out of them and left only extreme radical- 
ism. ‘ 

Radicals Chiefly Students. 


There is a distinct class of these men in|. 


China, composed almost wholly of per- 
sons who have had their education in for- 
eign countries. In Europe and the United 
States they absorbed all the ultra ideas 
and theories on government, and, espe- 
cially in Japan, they came in contact with 
socialistic ‘doctrines which they roaked 
up like sponges. | 

These were the men chiefly responsible 
for the creation of a ‘“‘republic’’ in China. 
It is idle to talk to them about the neces 
sity of preparing a people for participa 
tion in government, or about the oblige 
tion as well as the privileges that are in- 
volved in self-government. 

They believed, and very many of them 
still believe, that this country, which had 
known nothing but absolutism for 4,000 
years, and this people, whose only expe- 


ophy were of absolutism, could shake oft 
the weight of that tradition in a single 
year or less and embark successfully on 
the new experiment under no other guid- 
ance than that of the self-confident re- 
turned student theorists. 


President Takes Issue. 

Yuan Shih-kai knew better. He had 
had experience with his own people and 
he had a realization of what it meant to 
shake off forty centuries of habjt and tra- 
dition. He knew also that the very first 
thing to do was to reéstablish and secure 
order and quiet throughout the country. 

There were plenty of places where re- 
form was necessary. No one understood 
that better than Yuan. But he understood 
elso that they not only could wait, but 
must wait until peace and order were 
thoroughly restor« 1. 3 

Moreover, he believed that one of the 
best means of securing the early restora- 
tion of order was the employment in the 
government of the men who had had ex- 
perience with the people and knew the 


These were the. very men who had served 
in similar capacity under the Manchu 
régime, and who, -in’ the eyes of -the re- 
turned student revolutionaries, were part 
of the cause that had brought about’ the 
upheaval. 

Puts Experienced Men in Office. 

Nevertheless Yuan Shih-kai put them 
in office, many of them, and in places of 
high responsibility. Of course, he was 
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whom he knew personally and could trust. 
It was of paramount importance to him 
that the provincial officials should be 
loyal to him before everything else. 


‘Yuan Eyed with Suspicion. 

But among the returned students Tuan 
Shih-kal was regarded with suspicion and 
fll concealed hostility. They knew him 
as an apt pupil of the old school: 

There wae protest and angry diseent. 
When it became too turbulent and threat- 
ened actual disturbance of the peace, the 
final, M not convincing, argument ‘of a 
firing squed end a biank wall not infre- 
quently helped to preserve the outward 
appearance of public tranquillity. 

Everything that tended to delay was 4 
distinct help. What Yuan needed more 
than anything else was time. Time is 


the Chinese more than with any others. 
_. Revolution Is Averted. 

So by a combination of methods, some- 
times by one and sometimes by the other, 
force and persuasion and inducement and 
pay, time was secured. But it was not 
without the attempt at revolution, en at- 
tempt that was doomed to failure before 
it was made. 

Theat attempt, ostensibly an effort to 
hasten the reforms of which some of the 
extreme radicals among the returned 
students had’ begun to despair, really de- 
layed their introduction. 

For it is now apparent, even among the 
ultra-radicais, that the president has his 
face set toward the future, and is looking 
to the day when genuine and far reach- 
ing reform can be instituted throughout 
this huge and unwie]dy mase of people. 

His is a problem of many angles. It 
is @ composite of a hundred difficuities, 
an appelling burden. 

One by ome Yuan Shih-kai is attacking 
the different difficulties which in the mass 
constitutes the problem of China. He 
tackled that of the returned students sev- 
eral months ago. The first thing he did 
was to shift the most troublesome and 
dangerous ones out of places where they 
could do damage. | 

Some of them,: being frankly in the 
party of opposition, he did not need to 
consider except in the light of possible 
enemies. Others he solight to placate or 
Keep quiet by finding official posts for 
them, but not posts that would involve 
possible trouble thereafter. 


Distrusts Returned Students. 
And he frankly declared that he was 
taking that action because he did not re- 
gard the returned students, as a class, as 
the best men from among whom to select 
the responsible officials of the country. | 
He admitted -their educational qualifica- 
tions, but he called attention to their lack 
of experience, and he held that to be of 
paramount importance. | 
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a great pacifier with any people, but with | 


That was where his own knowledge of 
the Chinese people stood him in good 
stead. He understood that, no matter 
how correct the new theories might be, 
they would not be understood or appre- 
ciated by the great mass of uneducated 
Chinese, and that it would require pa- 
tience and knowledge of the people on the 
part of the officials to get them accepted. 
This was practical statesmanship. Also 
it required courage on the part of Yuan 
Shih-kai. He showed that he had the 
wiscom and the courage. He announced 
a policy of sending the returned students 
out to get experience before they were 
put into responsible places. 


Provides Places for Educated. 
Those who had received technical edu- 
cation he had put into different depart- 
ments and bureaus, in subordinate capaci- 


| ties, most of them, where they could gain 


the knowledge of the local problems to: 
which their teohnical qualifications were 
to be applied. | 
At the same time he proved that he was 
not opposed to foreign ecucation per se 
by encouraging the sending of more stu- 
dents abroad.° He especially encouraged 
students to go infor technica! education 
aiong indystrial lines, and exerted him- 
self to pave the way for the useful em- 


ployment of such men when they return 


to China. _ base 

Recently he took another step in his 
forward program by providing an assur- 
ance that employment in the government 
will be found for those foreign students 
who can show upon their return from 
abroad that they are really qualified to 


give valuable service to the Chinese

to officiate as rabbi in orthodox churches. 

“Yes, my father is Heiman Rabino- 
vitz,” admitted Robbins grudgingly, 
“but I don’t see why the family should 
be connected with my troubles. I have 
always used the name Robbins. I did 
not live at home because my father and 
I did not get. along very well. I just de- 
cided that the best way to make money 
was to make it myself.

In other 
words, 75 per cent of all the votes favored 
the principle. 

“The principle of subsidies was adyo- 
cated by 81 per cent of the votes which 
came from local organizations. By sec- 
tions of the country this vote among loca! 
organizations was 96 per cent in favor in 
the south, 79 in the east, 68 in the middle 
west, and 5&4 in the far west. Among 
national organizations T0 per cent of the 
votes were in favor.”

Twelve young women, enlisted by Mrs. 
Charles H. Sergel, wife of the city treas- 
urer, will enter the baby welfare cam- 
paign thisafternoon. They will gather at 
the office of Health Commissioner Robert- 
son where they will be supplied with 
500,000 milk tags to be distributed among 
milk dealers. 

It is the plan to have every milk bottle 
delivered next Wednesday bear one of 
these tags. The purpose of the tags is to 
advise the householder to keep the milk 
cold and free from files and dirt, 

“ Assist and advise the mother of the 
poor baby in your neighborhood and 
transmit to her your knowledge of sani- 
tation to the end that her baby may be as 
healthy as yours,"' the tag also says.
